terday's meeting of the Keichstag, 
according to Berlin dispatches.

the organizers of the new party, 
charged that the government was 
responsible for the-food crisis m 
Germany.

10 produce all possible, these organizations will secure the seed and 
sell them to those, who. will plant, taking a note for tho amount of 
hide, payable 'when tho crop has matured. So it isn't a, charitable 
'undertaking, not at all, 'but a simple 'business transaction. Supplies 


•will not 'be allowed to anyone except farmers.
